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8. Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not anticipate or render obvious a system and method of requiring an MT 
pulse formed as an RF pulse of a frequency which is off-resonance at a region to be 
imaged with duration less than 10 msec and of a waveform based on either a Sine 
function or a Gaussian function and applying this concurrently with a gradient pulse so 
that the applied position of the MT pulse is different from the region to be imaged. The 
prior art of record does not teach the use of a slice positioning gradient pulse in parallel 
with application of an off-resonance saturation pulse. Even though Zur et al. (4795978) 
is directed to the application of a slice select gradient during the application of the RF 
pulse, it does not have the same use of MT pulse as claimed. It would not be obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teaching by Zur et al. and Schneider et 
al. for the purpose of imaging the peripheral blood vessels with more precision by 
combining the MT effect and the technique of positionally changing the pre-excited 
region from the imaged region.
